An entirely new anti-Chinese bill 


WAS reported in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Thursday, by tbe Com- 
mit tee ou E luoation and Libor, ac- 
companied by a report, prepared by 
Willis, strong!v urging its passage. 
L'he text of the bill ia cot furnished 
>y telegraph, bat from the report of 
he committee wo are informed that 
it provides that no master of a veasel 
•hall take on board at any port in 


hma more than (Hteen Chinese pas 


eengers with intent to bring them to 
tbe United Slates in any one vessel. 
A violation of this provision is made 


misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 


of 4(100 for each passenger in excess 
of the number and imprisonment for 
six months. The penalty is made a 
lien upon the vessel. 
The master is 


required, under )ik<* penalties, to re 
port on his arrival a sworn list of all 
Chinese passengers, The bill will 
go into effect, if passed, on the Orst 
of uext July, In reporting the meas- 
ure, it is argued that not only is re- 
strictive legislation demanded 
by 


public interests, but that it is nn 
questionably within the constitution- 
al power of Congress to enact laws iu 
eonti ivention of treaties or to repeal 
them altogether. This ia bold, brjad 
ground, but it comports alike with 
common sense, tnd the dignity of 
tbe n ttion. Tbe bill doubtless con- 
tains idditional provisions interdict- 
ing tlio shipment of Chinese in ex- 
cess of the number mentioned from 
other than Chinese ports to the Unit- 
ed States; otherwise, they might be 
brought in limitless hordes from 
(Jbina b> way of Melbourne or some 
jther foreign port. Tbe report is 
very able. It says: "Our laboring 
people cannot and mast not be sub- 
jected to competition which involves 
a surrender of the sacred and elevat- 
ing influerces of home and the sacri- 
fice of the ordiuary appliances of 
peaceful civilization." The people
